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What is Radiation? 
Radiation is a type of energy that travels in the form of waves or high RADIATION EXPOSURE CHART: 
speed particles. There are three different types of radiation. These 
are called Alpha, Beta, and Gamma. We are exposed to small levels 
of radiation everyday. Naturally occurring radiation can be found in 
buildings, the ground, the air we breath, the food we eat, and even 
in our own bodies. The sun also exposes us to ultraviolet radiation. 


Exposure to high levels of radiation is harmful to us because it can 
damage or impair our cells from functioning properly. The cells in our 
body are the building blocks for every human function. 


When a human, animal, or item is exposed to radiation they become 
radioactive. The amount of radiation they are exposed to will 
determine how long they will stay radioactive. Even touching 
something that became radioactive decades ago can expose you 
to radiation. 


In cases of nuclear accidents, radioactive materials may be 
released into the air and inhaled, or it come in through open 
wounds. Radiation can also contaminate the water, food, and rad: Radiation Absorbed Dose 
animal life within the exposed area.

> Where is Radiation? 


Medical Uses: We use radiation for many medical procedures. These 
procedures include chest x-rays, CT scans, and PET scans. Some 
medicines also contain radiation. Even though radiation in small doses like 
this are usually safe, many studies have linked small amounts of radiation 
exposure to cancer. 


Radiation Therapy is a treatment you can receive to help treat cancer. 
Radiation is able to damage or kill the cancer cells, helping to slow the 
growth of cancerous cells or to shrink tumors. Side effects to using 
radiation therapy include fatigue, skin problems, and the risk of getting a 
second cancer created by the radiation that was used to treat the 
original cancer.

ㆍ Nuclear Weapons: When nuclear weapons are used for testing or times of war they release radiation. 
The size of the explosion will determine the amount of radioactivity generated. 


。 Powerplants: Many powerplants use nuclear material to create energy. These powerplants produce and 
release small levels of radiation. However, when the there is a nuclear accident, dangerous levels of 
radiation can be released in and around the powerplant site, causing irreversible damage to the people 
and environment exposed. 


When people are working directly with radiation like in the military, medical field, or nuclear energy plants, 


they must wear protective gear to help eliminate their risk of becoming sick.

What happens when you are exposed to radiation? 


High levels of radiation exposure can cause serious illnesses, diseases, and harm to our bodies. Exposure 
may include ingesting, inhaling, being near, or touching something radioactive. 


ㆍ Skin Burns: People who are exposed to high doses of radiation may suffer burns. These burns may start to 
show quickly or within days of radiation exposure. The damaged skin begins to itch, blister, and becomes 
red. The more severe the exposure, the more extreme the symptoms are. More extreme symptoms 
include hairloss and ulcers to affected skin. It may take weeks to years for the skin to heal. 


ㆍ Acute Radiation Syndrome/ARS (Radiation Poisoning): Within minutes to days after being exposed to 
high levels of radiation, a person will become nauseous, begin getting headaches, vomit, and diarrhea. 
After these symptoms end, for a time they will likely act, look, and feel normal again. Unfortunately, if they 
are suffering from ARS their symptoms will return and worsen based on the amount of radiation they were 
exposed to. They also may feel fatigued, lose their appetite, suffer seizures, or go into a coma. 


ㆍ Cancer: There are dozens of types of cancer that are caused from radiation exposure. These include 
Thyroid, Bladder, Lung, Ovarian, Colon and Stomach. 


ㆍ Cardiovascular Disease: Exposure to radiation or radiation therapy can cause cardiovascular disease 
(heart disease). It can develop within days or months of radiation exposure. This causes the blood vessels 
to narrow which can lead to heart attack, chest pain, or stroke. 


If you are exposed to an unhealthy amount of radiation it is crucial to seek medical attention immediately. 
It is also important to note that if you are near someone who has been exposed to high levels of radiation 
they will be radioactive and emit radiation to others. 


High levels of radiation locations: 


Many places around the world have been exposed to 
high levels of radiation. These places became instantly 
uninhabitable because the radiation within the 
environment can be deadly. 


e Chernobyl Nuclear Power Plant, Pripyat Ukraine: 
After a routine safety test went wrong, one of the 
four nuclear reactors exploded causing enormous 
amounts of radiation to be spread across the area. 
The explosion exposed workers, first responders, and 
a whole city to lethal amounts of radiation. The city, 
Pripyat, was also evacuated and is still abandoned 
today. Though the number of deaths attributed to 
this accident have been debated, it is likely that f 
more than 50,000 people died as a result to the Abandoned Bumper Cart Facility in Pripyat 
radiation exposure from Chernobyl. Photo by Yasemin Atalay 


ㆍ Fukushima Daini Nuclear Power Plant, Japan: After an earthquake and tsunami hit the power plant, the 
nuclear reactors within the facility failed. The radioactive material from the accident spilled into the 
wastewater that eventually reached and contaminated water in the Pacific Ocean. Over 500 deaths 
have been directly linked to this nuclear accident. 


ㆍ The Hanford Site, Washington DC: This was once a facility where nuclear weapons were made, but 15 
now a storage facility for the country’s radioactive waste. Since radioactive waste cannot be 
destroyed, they have buried it underground leaving groundwater in the area contaminated. There 
have also been many leaks from this facility causing environmental harm to the nearby Columbia VA

In stories there is often many different conflicts occurring. There are two main types of conflicts that 
a character can encounter. These are called internal conflicts and external conflicts. 


Internal Conflict: An Internal Conflict is when a character struggles mentally with a decision or 
choice. The character has to weigh many different factors like guilt, good versus bad, and other 
social expectations. (The conflict is inside the character's mind)
